Rush Holt Indicts WPA in 
W. Va. on 16 Counts 

For Political Activity 
Junior Senator Publishes Char ges in Congressional Record, Say 

He Has Facts to Back Use of Marked Ballots, Firing of 
Worker 

Washington, D. C. July G — 

Senator Holt (D., W.Va.) made 
public today 16 charges that the 
Works Progress Administration 
was being used for political pur- 
poses in West Virginia. 

The allegations were publish- 
ed in the congressional record 
and Holt aid they were substan- 
tiated by records in his posseion. 

"I have tried to have officials 
of the WPA clean up relief in 
West Virginia," Holt said. "In- 
stead of cleaning up relief, the 
officials have cooperated with 
those who are misusing the 
federal funds." 

The West Virignian said 
when he first demanded in the 
senate that the situation be in- 
vestigated "smear artists paid 
out of the treasury of the fedar- 
al government, circulated stories 
that I was not. sincere in the ex- 

pose of the WPA.” 
Holt listed his 16 charges as 

follows; ,| A*-** 

1— The needy have been de- 
prived of relief because the 
money is being pfient to pay 
the high salaries and expenses 
of political employee. 

2— Wealthy men are drawing 
WPA funds because of political 
influence. 

3— Those employed on relief 
have been discharged for politic 
al reasons. 

4—Individuals haijfe been de- 
prived of relief jobs until they 
could get the proper political en- 
dorsements. M 

6—Relief workers have beet 
taken from their work to pajp cipate in political convention! 

and meetings. 
6— Communities have been 

punished by being deprived of 
projecs because of politics. 

7— Non reidents of West Vir- 
ginia have been given high 
salaries on the WPA staff be- 
cause of the ire onnections with 
those who would aid politically. 

8— Individuals have been add- 
ed to the WPA rolls before the 
elections and discharged ijn- 
mediately after election. 

0—WPA employees who re- 

fused to donate money for cam- 

paign purposes have been dis- 
missed. 
10—WPA checks were deliver- 

ed at the polls on election day. 
11— Traveling expenses of W. 

j P. A. officials who were on the 
political missions have been 
paid by the federal government. 

12— Marked ballots have been 
given WPA workers. 
13— jlteief clients were told 

that a certain public official had 
not bie.en for the named indivi- 
given them jobs and if they had 
lual. they would not get WPA 
checks. 

14— Contracts for equipment 
have been awarded the politic- 
al influential. — 

15— Individuals drawing WPA 
checks have had their salaries 
increacd after they had( taken 
an active part in politics.'

....Columbus, O., June .‘10.—lle- 
cause the politidan is the most 

(sensitive instrumentality in a 
(democratic government through 
! which the people can express 
their will, the Negro will have 
to resort to pressure through the 
vote as a way out of his econo- 

mic plight, D. V. T. Smith said 
here this week. 

i Addressing the twenty-ninth 
annual conferenqe of the Na- 
tional Asociation for the Advun- 
cement of Colored People held 
at The Shiloh Baptist Church, 
Mt. Vernon and Hamilton ave- 
nues, Dr. Smith, a professor of 
philosophy at the University of 
Chicago, and a state senator in 
the Illinois legislature, spoke on 
“The Negro and the Changing 
Political Scene.” 

“A good example of what I 
mean,” he said ‘Is the Senaote 
filibuster against the federal 
anti-lynching bill during the last 
session of congress. I have al- 
ways known thattthe donkey is 
the trade mark of the Demo- 
cratic party, but did not know 
that members of t le party could 
make such asses o:! themselve as 
they did in the innti-lynching 
filibuster.” 

Pointing oul^faS^jhe chaotic 
condition of the country today 
can be traced directly to the 
early split of labor into crafts 
where each worker attempts to 
become a master in his field, the 
individual creator and finisher 
of a piece of work, Dr. Smith 
said he believed this condition 
could only be remedied by pres- 
sure on the politicians. 

It is within the power of the 
Negro as well as other citizens 
of America to remedy the serious 
political and economic problems 
facing the country today, he 
said, by retiring those politicians 
who fight against the best inter- 
ests of the people, such as the 
recent senate fiiibusterers.
